He subsequently failed to appear in U.S. District Court,

New Mexico agents traced the motor vehicle registry listings 
through the Alaska Motor Vehi cle Bureau and discovered that 
there was a I I my former employee, listed here 

in Washington, D. C. 


I_I was apprehended, handcuffed, and dragged down 

to your headquarters, suffering persona l embar rassment in front 
of his neighbors, merely becau se he and I I h appened to own 
similar make cars, and because ! I use s a fraudu¬ 

lent driver's license in the same state that ! I has legal 
residency. „ * 

It would seem that your Washington agents could have 
avoided the entire unpleasan t experi ence if they had checked a 
few basic details concerning I I personal identity before¬ 

hand. For example, it should not have been difficult to es¬ 
tablish from other police records tha t the finger prints did not 
match. Furthermore, the birthdate on ! I New Mexico 

license was dated thirteen months after I I birthday. 

Finally , it would not have been difficult to establish that 

living patterns in the last three years did not in any

record reflects nothing which could in any way be construed 
as suspicion o f frau d or bad character. It would be extremely 
unfortunate if I l were to have to suffer any further because 
of the FBI's seemingly casual regard for personal freedom. 


I would appreciate h earing from you if your investi¬ 
gation into I Iturns up anythin g further which 

involves the use of the name I I in any capacity. 

And, I certainly hope your agents will investigate fully before 
taking similar action in the future.

I am writing in reference to my apprehension for suspected 
passport fraud last week. 


I asked my research assistant to trace down the source of 
the arrest, and your helpful agents gave him so me information 
concerning th e identity of a I L who apparently 

used the name 


to obtain a driver's license 


in New Mexico. Your Sante Fe agent was not able to verify at 
this point whether or not he has any other valid identification 
under that name, but did say that the reason I was apprehended 
was because the name, the age, some physical characteristics, 
and the fact that his brother has a license in Alaska pointed 
to the possibility that I might be the guilty 'party. 


I also understand that the identification used bv I ~ 
used a birthdate 13 months after my own, and that there may have 
been other characteristics which were not like my own. Combined * 
with the fact that the fingerprints were different, it is 
unfortunate that your agents chose not to do a little more 
background checking before coming to my house last week.

The reason X am writing, however, is to request that the 
Bureau make every effort possible to insure that my personal 
file and all other records do not reflect any association 
vuat may cast negative dispersions on my character or integirty. 
I am extremely concerned that there may be those who would 
interpret this incident badly, and in my business, my repu¬ 
tation is the most important ingredient of my success. 


In fact, after being assured that your people would make 
every effort possible to protect me, I received a phone call 
from one of my associates in Alaska who told me that on Friday, 
November 17th, your agents were making inquiries in the Ket¬ 
chikan area concerning my whereabouts and other matters relative 
to this incident. I am extremely upset that the Bureau would 
continue to investigate a case once they had alr eady conclusively « 
determined that I had no association with I I .’ I am sure you 
must understand the personal embarrassment and consequent damage 
to my reputation that investigation by agents of the FBI does,

especially when I had already assured myself that vou wer e no 
longer concerned about my possible connection with !

certainly hope your agents have no further intention of pursuing 
me or my friends, business associates, or acquaintances.
